This is in response to your request for a fee waiver and expedited processing, in connection with 
your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency

We have reviewed your submission and based on the infonnation provided, we are granting your 
request for a fee waiver. However, this fee waiver does not include a waiver of fees for records 
that are publicly available. The EPA Office of Air and Radiation (OAR) will respond to your 
information request for the Agency. 

Your request for expedited processing was evaluated as to whether there is an urgency to inform 
the public about an actual or alleged Federal government activity by a person primarily engaged 
in disseminating infonnation to the public and whether a lack of expedited treatment could 
reasonably be expected to pose an imminent threat to the life or physical safety of an 
individual. Your request does not show that it was submitted by a person primarily engaged in 
disseminating information to the public. Your request also does not contain enough information 
to support a finding that a lack of expedited treatment could reasonably be expected to pose an 
imminent threat to the life or physical safety of an individual. Therefore, I find that neither 
standard is met by your request, and your request for expedited processing is denied. This 
request will be processed as expeditiously as possible by the Office of Air and Radiation (OAR).
